Information Has Reached Him That 
Daniel J. Kelley Has Left Quebec 
and Gone to Europe for an Asylum 
of Safety. 


Circuit Attorney Folk will shortly write 
to Secretary of State Hay, suggesting the 
advisability of having a bribery clause in- 
Serted in the United States’ extradition 
treaties with other countries, particularly 
Great Britain, as was recently done with 
Mexico. 

A bribery clause must be inserted in the 
extradition treaty with Great Britain be- 
fore a boodler can be brought back to the 
United States from Canada. 
- Mr. Folk’s interest in the 
uation has been rendered acute by infor- 
mation indicating that Daniel J. Kelley 
bas ‘skipped’ from Quebec and sailed for 

rope. 

A letter from Kelley was received a few 
Gays ago by a &8t. Louis lawyer, who 
formed his acquaintance in Quebec a few 
months ago. In this letter, Kelley told the 
lawyer that he would probably sail for Eu- 
rope at once. 

This attorney wired Kelley at Quebec 
Thursday, but the message was not deliv- 
ered, a reply coming that Kelley was not 
there. 

The lawyer notified Mr. Folk of this de- 
velopment. 

Kelley can not 
Deck to answer the indictments against 
him in 8t. Ioulis unless he should travel 
into the United States or Mexico. 

In Europe or Canada he is equally itm- 
mune from the processes of the St. Louls 
courts. 

While on hie last visit to Washington, 
Mr. Folk discussed the bribery extradition 
question with Secretary Hay 

It would require a special amendment to 
the extradition treaty with England and 
to the treatias of every other country ex- 
cept Mexico to make bribery an extra- 
ditable offense generally. 

It was never included in any treaty until, 
‘@t Mr. Folk’s suggestion, it was incor- 
porated in the treaty with the sister Re- 
Public.

While in Washington, Mr. Folk found 
opposition to the plan to incorporate 
bribery in the list of extraditable offenses 
on the ground that it was a political of- 
fense, and that a man should not be ex- 
tradited for a political offense. This, how- 
ever, was overcome in the case of the 
Mexican treaty, as the amendment was 
ratifned by the senate.

Dr. Rule stated that he found a chamois 
knife case under the body of Cummings 
when he raised him from the floor.

James O' Hearn, an employe of the insane 
asylum, was the next witness. 

He said that Cummings was an employe 
of the asylum at the same time he was.

The plans called for a solid wall 17,593 feet long, over three 
miles, extending from_the south jetty westward along the gulf 
beach. The wall is of concrete, 17 feet above mean low water, 
or 1.8 feet higher than the highest point reached by the water 
in the great storm. The foundation is built on piles driven

be filled in and a driveway of 35 feet provided, a promenade 
pavement of nine feet built. Back of the driveway 60 feet will 
be sowed in Bermuda graas.

After a thorough investigation, the committee of the Tlinois 
Legislature which inquired into the combine of the bridge and 


ferry companies in St. Louis in 1895 found four principal in- | !

dictments. 

1. The statutes of the United States had been violated by 
the bridge and terminal combination. ! 

2. The interstate commerce laws were violated by the Wig- | | 
gine Ferry Co. and both bridge companies. 

5S. That the federal statutes against trusts, pools and com- 
bines to restrain commerce between the states have been vio- 
lated by these companies. 

4. That the laws of the state of Illinois are being constantly 
violated by the bridge and terminal combines and the Wiggins 
Ferry Co. 

Since that time the combine has become stronger. It has 
purchased the Wiggins Ferry Co. and holds by ownership and 
leases the two bridges across the river and all the terminal 
properties on both sides of the river. As J. P. Morgan & Co. 
stated, it controls the “only available entrance” to St. Louis. 

Another indictment may be added to the four found by the 
Illinois legislative committee. THE COMBINE VIOLATES 
THE ANTI-POOLING AND ANTI-CONSOLIDATION LAWS 
OF THE STATE OF MISSOURL. 

Yet with all of these violations of the law, known and con- 
tinuing for eight years since the report of the committee, not 
one step has been taken by the authorities of the United States 
or of the states of Illinois and Missouri to enforce the laws and 
punish the violators thereof. 

In view of the fact that St. Louis is the chief city of Mis- 
souri and that the special tax levied upon commerce crossing 
the river affects not only all the citizens of St. Louis, retarding ' 
the growth of the city, but also a host of merchants and man- 
ufacturers of the state of Missouri, the authorities of Missouri 
should move promptly for the enforcement of the laws of Mis- 
souri against the combine. f
